Evening schools were a frilure, 
because the boys and girls wero weary 
after their day’s work, but if the workerg ' 
were given. two hours’ schooling in the 
morning and afternoon from the age of 
14 to 20, we should geta product superion 
to that which we now got ‘from the uni- 
versities. "We should be able in this way 
to continue physical education, and the 
ten would. be trained to military service 
without military barracks ‘and the waste 
of time which’ ordinary militarism in- 
volved. This was but a feeble outline of 
the vision ho had of meéting the condi- 
tions after the war.

At the Hongkong ng Summayy Court Yes- 
terday, Au Hin, trading a8 Au ‘Hin 
Kee, contractor, 434, Reclamation 
Street, Yaumati, sued the Tang Hang, 
Wo, 297, Wing Lok Street, Jandiords of 
380, Shanghai Street, Yaumgti, for 
$1,000.- Plaintiff is the monthly. tenant 
of the defendants-nt-390, Shanghai Strect 
‘and on. dune 20th the defqndants dis- 
trainéd-npon the goods and chattels of the 
plaintiffs, and sold them, Plaintiff now 
“‘claimg 9803 as damages for improperly 
distraining, or, alternatively, for $1,000 
‘for trespass. 

My. F. X. D’Abmada was for plaintiff, 
and Mr. Grist represented the defendant. 

Mr, D'Almada,, outlining the case, said 
that the pluintiff was not in the babit 
of paying his rent with regularity, some- 
times he was two or three months behind 
with it. ‘Some time before June 20th the 
plaintiff left for Canton, Jeaving some 
‘fois in charge of his premises. Whilst 
he was away the rent collector, a woman, 
came to the premives and asked for the 
rent.

AMERICAN AND INDIAN 
COTTON TO JAPAN, 


The Spinners’ Association has been 
negotiating with the N.Y.K., T.K.K. ‘and 
0.8.K. for the contract of shipment of 
the American cotton for some time and 
it is announced that they have finally ar- 
rived at an ogresien (reported the 
Japan Times recently), By the new 
agreement, the three steamship companies 
agree to carry 200,000 bales of American, 
cotton during the period from September 
to next ‘February at the rate of $1.50. 

OF the tora! 200,000 bales, the N.Y. RB. will 
carry 60,000 bales, the T. K.K. 50.000 bales 
and the O.8.K. 90,000 bales. . 

But regarding ‘the shipment of Indian 
cotton, no agreement has been reached, 
and jt is-considered that os the freight 
rato on the Indian line has advanced, it 
would be difficult to arrive at a’ satis 
tory arrangement. The shipment of the 
Indian catton begins in November and 
it is expected that 1,500,000 bales will 
be imported to Japan. OF 'the total ship. 
ment, 700,000 bales may be allotted: to the 
N.Y. K, and 0,000 .bales to. the O.B.K , 
but the remaining 30,000 -bales, which 
were formerly curried by the P. & 2. 
boats, have no carriers,.as under the pre- 
sent condition, the P, & O. line ig unable 
to carry any cotton. The entire’ Indian 
¢otton shipment must be carried. hy 
Japanese boats, and the Spinners will 
shortly open negotiations with regard 
to it,.but it ig reported that the steamship 
company. desires to charge the ‘present 
rate of 50 rupees. Tho question is con:

The English correspondent of a neatral 


espn whose only’ departures from 


the most‘ eorreet ™ neutrality have been 


anti-Entente in general and anti- English 
in particular, bas been eommenting upon 
Gerniany's recent presentation of hey 
case in the war. Tle writes that there 
vwag a stage of the war during whieh the 
Gernan orecards of its progress were 
recognised. in the neutral lands at all 
events, ag saluable, informing and trust 
worthy: that there enme a later stage at, 
which the friendly neutrals si hope 
that what they rend in the German 
records could he acerpted as in the main 
corrvet. and that for some time now the 
stage reached has been ane in which all 
educated and intelligent — peoples 
recognise, for the gost part with real 
regret, that the German presentation of 
the German case is Nou Merely inadequate 
and untrushworthy but radically Sinead: 
ing and in @ great measure fantastically 
mendacious. 

Asan instance (° thengh hy no means 
the mest paving) be quotes the Ger 
man official news of the reeent English 
attuck in the Messines area, in which 
“whilst we are spared the exasperating 
reiteration of the utterly discredited 
phrase about ‘romplete repulse and 
ranguinary Josses for the enemy 0 the 
account qdven te the German people and 
the world by Germany's official recorders 
is “grotesquely remote from the grim 
facty of the case.”

her case. As the official account of an 
action in which ane side lost more thar’ 
five thousnnd in prisoners ‘alene, and 
one of the most commanding positions of 
the Western front, it would not have 
been easy to hve achieved anything 
remoter from the facts or more deliberate: 
ly misleading. No plans or hopes enter- 
tained by the Germans, however well- 
based, for compensating thomselves for 
thig sweeping English suceess could 
possibly justify in the eyes of ordinarily 
honest’ mortalr. the almost — pathetic 
mendacity of such a dispatch as this. 


But it is pointed out that the instance 
chosen of Germuny's recent methods of 
presenting her ease in the war is‘ by 20 
means tho most glaring.” At one and the 
same time we have recently. had such an 
organ as the Marnchener Neueste Vach- 
riehfen gravely asserting that France 
refused to grant passports for Socialist 
delegates to go to Stockholm because it 
was ‘afraid’ 10 permit their attend- 
anee; and the Berlin Lohalanzetger as 
gravely asserting that England granted 
passports for the same purpose because it 
wis ‘afraid’ to refuse  perntission. 
With the same sort of consistency the 
Gorman Press betaudcd to. the skies the 
courteous generosity of their Government, 
in providing prompt, and even sumpto- 
ous, facilities for Rugsinn Socialists in 
Switeerland tu proceed through Germany 
to their own country; and then, when it 
appeared that these gentlemen, who had 
naively been relied upon ta agitate in 
Russia Lor a separate peace wih Ger- 
many, plainly showed that they had no 


intention of doing anything of the sort.

+ No temporary gains that might accrug 
from the Jamentably tortuous and: menda- 
cious character of. Germany's recent 
methods in the presentation: of her case 
in the war could possibly compensate her 
for the irreparable dathage her-cause has 
suffered: in neutral countrics, end among 
all who still geek truth and: juatier, a2 the 
result of these tactics, Such friends as 
Germany had retained among the’ free- 
dom-loving peoples of the world who placo 
justice and liberty highest among their 
national ideals very naturally clung with 
persistence to those interpretations of 
Germany’s acts, and those statements 
anong her official pronouncements which 
were most compatible with tho servico of 
truth and justice. The German claims 
that Germany sincerely regretted the 
ernel hardships forced upon Belgium; 
that she never had entertained any 
aggressive er dishonourablo aims where 
Belgium way concerned; that shé never 
would have invaded that martyred land 
but for the sternest sort of military nects- 
sity, “and elearly recognised the moral 
wrong done thereby; that she would 
gladly make every possible reeompenge to 
Belginm; and that in the whole war her 
part had becn purely that of self-defence, 
and never that of aggression, aggrandise- 
ment, of acquisition: these were the Ger- 
man. statements and interpretations most 
cherished hy her friends among the free 
peoples of the world. And these. by her 
own recent acts and admissions, Germany 
has allowed to be so shamelossly stultified 
that not even the most gwhole-hearted 
partizan can cling ta a single shred of 
one of them, 

Month after month the world was told, 
not merely of the ahilitf-and impeceable 
uprightness of the ‘German Governor of 
ravaged Belgitim, von Bissing, but of his 
almost sentimental benevolence, and the 
tenderness of his care for Belgian people 
and interests. This ° true friend “of the 
Belgians was held up to our admiration 
as a living evidence, at once of Germany's

This true 
friend ” of Belgium laid it down that 
whatever happéned, when peace negotia- 
tions came, Germany must :-— : 
“*« Avoid all discussion about the form. 
: of annexation, and apply nothing but 
the right of conquest, ‘The King of the 
Telginns will be deposed. . We can read 
in Machiavelli thathe who desires: to 
tuke, possession of a country will ke 
compelled to remove the King or 
Regent, even by &lling hen. Vor years 
to cote we must nuintain the existing 
state of dictatorship. He who remains 
“in the country must deelnre his allegi- 
.anee to Germany, and, after a fixed 
time, must declare his adoption of 
Germanism. Half measures and a 
middle course must be condemned smost 
“of all. Among such half measures 1 
include the intention. of treating Bel- 
gium merely as a pawn, which might bo 
used to cover or extend our colonial 
possessions. As regards the extension 
of or colonial possessions the Belgian 
Congo comes specially inte question. 
Tho possession of the Belgian Congo is 
certainly to be aimed at. But on the 
other hand I am of the opinion that 
only such fronticrs aa will contribute 
to the aequisition of greater freedom on 
the sea ure calenlated to make colonial 
possession valuable. Consequently the 
supporters of the colonial movement 
must aso demand the Belgian coast, 
together with the Belgian hinterland.

OUTPUT. THAT BRITAIN, CAN 
EASILY ATTAIN.

The question is asked whother it Is 
possible to turn out 4,000, eetepueae a 
month, the assumption being that such 
an output would be sufficient to give us 
permanent superiority in the atr. Such 
an output is quite possible if intelligently 


organised. . 

Tirst.of all, it is necessary to define 
what one means by an aeroplane, because 
obviously it will take longer and will 
absorb more labour to turn out a hig 
bombing machine than a little single- 
senter scout, Therefore wo Moy as well 
fix a standard for caleulation, and the 
standard should obviously be the ordinary 
two-seater machine, such ae is used for 
training purposes or reconnalssanes or 
photography, and sometime for lack of 
something better —for bomb-dropping. | 

It is important to remember 1 i a hig 
bomb-dropping » machine will carry an 
much as two tons of hombs, and may, 
therefore, be reckoned as being worth aa 
much for its job as six ordinary ‘two- 
aeaters carrying. perhaps 800lbs. = ar 
eodlbsa, weight of bomba apiece: — M8 
quently, if it costs 91x times aa inuch int 
man-power and material to build as a 
amalier machine, and does six timen 19 
much work, it may -fxirly he counted ag 
six machines in our calculations. 

It ured to be a kind of nccepted 
standard that it took. 4,000 man-hours to 
build an ordinary two-seater aeroplane. 
That ia to say, a factory employing 
men, working ten houra a dav,, should 

roduce an aeroplane a day. This works 
out nearly enough right in practice. for 
a 400-man factory ought to durn out six 
machines # week, and a little ‘shop with 
forty men might do one machine every 
ten days. That ia indenendent of the 
engine. 

SIXTERS "PLANES AN HOTR. 

Now, 4,000 machines a» month means 
1,000 a week, or roughly 160.4 day. Allow- 
ing u ten-hour day, we find we have to 
turm out sixteen machines an hour. 

We have already agsumed that one 
machine costs 4,000 man-hours, or theo- 
‘retically that 4.000 men could build on 
aeroplane in one. hour. Therefore, 1 
we want to produce sixteen aeroplanes 
in one hour we shal] need 64,000 men. 

Whenee we deduce that 64,000 men ¢n- 
ployed on aeroplane work can produce 
sixteen machines an hour, or 160 machines 
a day, or 900 a week, or 3,040 a month, 
which is near enough to our demands. 

Sixty-four thousand men does not seem 
a startlingly large number for a whole 
industry, Bet it most be remembered that 
those are only the men employed in ‘ho 
actual xeroplane works, building the 
acroplancs and putting them — together. 
Over and above them aro all the people 
who nake the things which are “ raw 
material.” 

If one started to separate out these 
nloyed on aircraft: parts from 
mds in the same employ, one 
find them running ito tens 
Thorefore, on the wassup. 
needed for 
producing 
4,000 avtoplunes 8 month, one would not 
be far out in reckoning that something 
like a quarter of a million people would 
have to be concerned in one way or 
another in turning out 4,000 aeroplanes a 
month, 

Of course, it can be done quite well, 
though it is always more difficult to find 
material than hands for the work. Still, 
that difficulty could bo overcome. 

Also, by leaving the design of nero- 
plunes and their parts and fittings in 
the hands of experienced and capable 
designers we could use much more com- 
mon materials than are used to-day when 
a jot of young men—extraordinarily 
cleyer in their own cstimation—insist ov 
the use of special materials.

Nor does it soothe | 
one’s feelings that after bombing London 
the enemy is able to sail homewards again 
with only trifling loss. Our own airmen 
have established such complete supremacy 
in the air along the Western Front that 
these raids on the Capital are regarded 
as something in the nature of & bumilia- 
tion. 

From what I can gather in really well- 
informed quarters the best uso is not made 
of our fliers when the Germans raid 
England. The enemy aeroplanes now 
come over in squadrons in battle for- 
mation, but our machines are not sent up 
in squadrons to fight them, but take tho 
air in twos and threes. It is as if a 
general sent his armies into battle by 
brigades. Fighting in “penny numbers” 
is the description of one able critic. There 
is faulty Staff work, no doubt, and no- 
thing will satisfy the public except such 
an improvement of our. defences as will 
make air raids on London too costly for 
the enemy. With sll our resources we 
ought to be able literally to-smother raid- 
ing squadrons every time they come over,

Tho problem of the destruction of the 
German submarine has’ not yet been 
solved. The latest news indicates, it is 
true, .a.. decrease in- the number. of. .mér 
chantmen sunk, but the reports are Tes 
encouraging so far as Franco is concerned. 
At any rate, the numbor of, morchantmen 
sunk is still appallingly great. 


Without forgetting for one moment the 
excellent medsures taken by the Admiral. 
ties to combat the evil, such as: metal 
nets, small surface vessels, seaplanes, ond 

the arming of merchantmen themselves, 
‘tho writer wishes to cal} attention to a 
measiire the, might be taken now that 
{ America, ‘with its thousands of excellent 
technical hands, has entered into the war, 
1 refer to the submarine itself an a factor 
in the destruction of the submarine, The 
measure seoms almost ton simple to he 
advocated, and it lacks. the attraction of 
novelty. Tt consists in opposing equal to 
equal (submarine against submarine). 

It is og a neutral, devoted friend of the 
Allied cause that LE propose in al] modesty 
my idea to the highly competent. techuical 
advisers of the Allies, with the following 
explanatory remarks :— " 

Qualities « fleet of submersible destroy- 
ers should possesy:—-The submarine de- 
stroyer, built with the object of sinkitig 
U-boats, showld be twice the size of tha 
boat it has to attack, should have doublo 
the surface specd and diving capacity, 
the external plating should be twice as 
thick as that of its adversary, and ita 
armament should be twice ag powerlul. 


Supposing Germany possesses 300 sub- 
marines, tho Allies should have a fleet of 
3,000 submersible destroyers to chase the 
300 pirates, This ficet of submersible de- 
stroyers should be divided into different 
squadrons, to be stationed in waters which 
the pirate mostly haunts. Each squadron 
should be ready to start out op soon a8 
a German pirate haa been. signalled in 
ils zone, 


Why the technical success: of the, sub- 
marine destroyer seems to be assured: 
Taking the submarine as it exists, the 
application of my idea, from a technical 
point of view, has this advantage, that it 
has not to go through the stages incum- 
bent on an altogether new invention. The 
neocasury stages of every new invention 
are: (1) The conception of the idea in 
all its technical details; (2) the trials 
and experiments before the idea can be 
put into practice.
